Tha pro gram mo of Joint space 
experiments developed by So- 
viet and French oxperts has 
been fully completed. Tho equip- 
ment used In tha research was 
loft behind, aboard the station, 
for use la further experiments 
by Anatoly Berezovol and Va- 
lentin Lebedev. 

Undoubtedly the Importance 
ol the Bight from the scientific 
point of view will be apparent 
only aflei Ihe film has bean dev- 
eloped and the new alloys 
created In space and the lab 
research done there have been 
thoroughly studied on the 
ground. 

1 would like to stress the 
novelty of the experiments con- 
cluded: each ol them faced the 
cosmonauts with problems 
hitherto untackled In space 
Bight. To Illustrate, Ihe "Crys- 
tal" device was used to study 
the complex processes of diffu- 
sion of two metals In different 
physical states, liquid and solid. 

There was an exciting ele- 
ment in Ihe conception and, I 
believe, la the results of med- 
ical studies of the cosmonauts 1 
cardiovascular ' systems, con- 
ducted with ultrasonic, devices, 
used for the first Hme In space. 

I expect that the pictures of 
the qlght sky takep with French 
hlghsensltlvlty cameras, will 
provide researchers with fresh 
dabs on atmospheric phenomena, 
Interplanetary media and galac- 
tic radiation.

Viktor TUROV 



The famous French arils! Ic director Jean Re- 
noir tv rale In his book, "My Life, My Films", 
dial an artist Is simply a person who knows 
bow to make Ms emotlous visible, and that arl 
la an expression of one's Innermost, sometimes 
I ns Unci I vq dreams. 

These ere beautiful deftntllous, Indeed. 

The ‘‘visible" aspect of Turov's life was Hie 
war which cut through his childhood like a 
sword. Ills dream, quite a definite one — not 
oven a dream but an indomitable desire — was 
peace In the world. This drenm can bo used ea 
a frame for a portrait of the Byelorussian Him 
director Viktor Turov. 

There Is no greater pain and sorrow lor him 
than what his land and countrymen passed 
through during the war. Ills early memories 
Include the arrest and death of his father, a 
partisan, his deportation to Germany, and his 
Anal liberation... 'T Como From my Childhood", 
"Tire Sons Are Leaving lo Fight", "War Under 


the Roola", 'The Time ol Her Sons", 'Through 
the Graveyard" — these are some of the Aims 
ho has made. They nil speak about the war. 
They are not even so much about the war, 
says Turov, but about people In the war. For 
In Ihat unbelievably horrible and tragic situa- 
tion people showed their true value — their 
courage, heroism, moral fortitude. 

Turov Is a director with a sparing restrained 
style. Ho acquired this manner when he worked 
iu documentary dims. What he alms at Is tho 
truth, the documentary truthfulness of every- 
thing, and Ihts determines his choice ol 
“colours" which help porlray his characters. 

This can be said of the heroes of hla film 
"People In the Bogland", based on the novel, 
“Polcsye Chronicles", by the well-known 

Byelorussian writer Ivan Melezh. This film won 
lira I prize at this year's national festival In 
Tallinn. But it shows a different period — the 
end of the 20s. 

At tho present time, Turov Is working on a 
sequel to tho Him. The stern and unbiassed 
truth that keynotes all tils films is present. He 
loft the wartime theme, but not his artistic 
credo: As long as a single person Is suffering, 
all of us suffer, he says. He sympathizes with 
people, no mailer where they live and what 
epoch they belong to. His Him, "The Death ol 
Gentleman Chcrtopkhauov", based on a story 
from Turgenev's "Notes ot a Huntor", 1 b also 
on the same theme. Turov's principle Is that II 
one decides lo stage a classical work, one must 
choose characters that answer one's Ideals, out- 
look and feelings. 

I had a long conversation with him about It, 
and when the talk was drawing to a dose lie 
auddanly confessed whal a tremendous happi- 
ness It Is (or ail artist to work and meat In- 
teresting actors. I am thinking, he said, of mak- 
ing a film about self-awakening of a man os ho 
meets good people and leels In harmony with 
the environment.
